It is very 
invigorating and refreshing, to be sure,' 
but It takes some time to become ac- 
customed to .the extraordinary buoy- 
ancy of the water. It. Is quite Im- 
possible to sink or drown In the lake, 
but- many people have been killed by 
the water. When there is a breeze and 
spray Is dashed upon bathers, ttto 
water is so densely impregnated with 
salt ' that the liquid portion evapor- 
ates very quickly and leaves a deposit 
of salt on the skin.- Ou several occa- 
sions people have drifted out while 
bathing or been wrecked and thrown 
overboard and afterward- found dead 
on top of , the water, choked to death 
by the accumulation of salt In the 
mouths and nostrils. .Ordinary salt 
water, as I discovered today, Is very 
different from that In the* Salt lake. 
I learned that I "could enjoy salt water 
battling at Chesapeake beach, and took 
a ' bath there. It is certainly very 
pleasant to bathe in water that Is salt, 
but noi bo salt as in Utah, But the 
accommodations for bathers at 
Salt lake far surpass, so I am told, 
anything else In .America."

SHADOWS ON THE COLUMNS, 

SujMratltloiu ruopln Stndy HUliouottea 
At the lVMte Ilouin. 

. The shooting dI President McKinley 
recalls ' to superstitious ' minds the 
shadows that have appeared In recent 
years- on the large ' columns of 'the 
north or main porch of the Whlta 
House, Bays. the Washington Star. Duf- 
ing„the winter, months these shadows 
ore niore distinct than In other months 
aiid- ra"p , pear~" near "the ,•' top of, the 
columns around the miaday hours. 
It ,is recalled now that last fall 
a- shadow appeared that .had never 
been,. seen on the. column before. It 
required no effort of the Imagination 
to recognize It ai a human forearm 
and hand, with bent finger upheld In 
the attitude of warning. It appeared 
and disappeared each day for a fort- 
night or more. Some time after this, 
when the sun's position had -changed, 
a shadow, of nondescript form appeared 
on the great pillar at the extreme 
northwest corner of the portico. It 
soon took on definite shape and at 1 
o'clock In the afternoon represented 
the face and shoulders of President 
McKinley In .profile. The sllhoutte 
was so striking as to attract the. at- 
tention of many people, who remarked 
that a more correct profile drawing 
could hardly he made by an artist. The 
likeness was not a correct one for 
more than a few minutes and then lc 
changed with the altering position of 
the buu, and ten minutes later had as- 
sumed v o ; remarkably : perfect likeness 
of the late' Queen. Victoria, even to an 
object on the head resembling a crown. 
Sometimes the, shadows present the 
bant form ; of an old woman, with one 
hand resting on an object resembling 
• spinning wheel.

.Tho serious view which '-tho British 
government takes ot the conditions In 
Capo Cojony. was. evinced' by; the procla- 
mation contained in the gazette establish- 
ing martial law lu tho districts of Capo 
Town, Wynbcrg, SJuionstown, Port Elix. 
abeth and East London, 

Tho proclamation is tho outcome of tha 
recent visit of "the premier of Capo Col- 
ony, Sir .John Gordon Sprigg, and tbo 
under secretary of native affairs' In'South^

entertaining manner, going. Into all the 
details of tho watch kept and the patrol* 
lug methods employed. , Ho contradicted 
.. the i evidence of Lieu tenant ■ Commander 
Hodgson concerning the. distance of tho 
Brooklyn from the nearest Spanish ships 
at tho time the "loop" waa marie, and 
t cast doubts ou the accuracy of tho studl- 
■meter with which the commander* hod 
made his measurements. 
> Lieut. Bristol's testimony was enliv- 
■ ened by n tilt between the attorneys, Mr. 
Itnyner ami Mr, llnnnu finding occasion 
to begin an interchange of sarcastic re- 
marks which lasted most of the afternoon, 
Captnlu- W. SI. ITolger, who -was .re- 
" called ' for 'the purpose, of; correcting. his 
testimony of the previous dny, was asked 
further questions concerning tho block- 
ade. of Santiago, In reply to a question 
by Captain Leinly' whether he had had 
any conversation with Commodore Schloy' 
during the blockade he said: 
. I'Townrd evening of one of the days,

Captain Folgcr also said that' ho had 
no recollection of a picket lino on tho in- 
side of the American fleet. 

At tho request ot .Captnln 'Parker of 
counsel for Admiral Schley, the witness 
examined the log of the Hew. Orleans for 
Slay 30 and 81, 181)8, for the purpose of 
determining accurately' tho state of the 
weather on those dJiye,.but he declined to 
modify hia statement of tho previous day 
that tho weather on those days waa bad. 
Lieutenant Commander Hodgson, who 
waa recalled for tho purpose of correct- 
ing errors In h la testimony, as printed In 
the otllclnl record, said that when ho had 
culled the. editor of a New York 1 paper' 
a "liar arid blackguard" lie, did not mean 
to convey the Idea that he used. this lan- 
guage on account of any Inaccuracies In 
'.tho report of thff famous controversy on 
"the Brooklyn on-tho morning of tho sen 
fight, but because tho paper had •attempt-; 
ed to make It appear 1 that Schley had 
done something; cowardly and that ho had 
■how» fenr of the Spnnlah ahlpa. 

Commander Walnwrlght, who followed 
Lieutenant Commander Hodgson; wns 
examined by Captain Lcmly concerning 
bis connection with the board that had 
\ prepared the official chart of the positions 
of. the American and Spanish ships at 
tho time- of tho battle. 

Kta-htconth Dny. 
"Admiral Schley's, bearing, during . tho 
bombardment of the Colon was that of a 
man suite ring under extreme excitement; 
ono who had n disagreeable duty to per* 
, form, did it reluctantly, and got through 
■ with It as soon ns ho could," snid Lieu- 
tenant Commander Tomplin M; Potts, 
navigating : officer of the -SCassachu setts, 
who wns the principal witness, before tho 
\court of Inquiry on this day, 

"Wo ore conspicuous objects here In 

. white, and I think wo should get out of 

tills," Admiral Schley' said during the 

bombardment, according to tho testimony 

of this witness, 

These were fair samples' of tho testi- 



mony given by' Lieutenant "^Commander 
Potts; and whilo It^crontediaomethlrig^ of 
n scnaatibri,>much f of lis Btrcngth'is taken 
away ; when contrasted i ;with the, ataie-' 
mehta .of Captain ^Hlgglnson, who wa«. 
prcHpnt'at tho tlmc,"nnd who.s'ald Schley'a 
conduct on this i occasion. wae In keeping 
with that ot a, commanding. ofllcer under 
such circumstances. 

- Potts' statements are weakened also by 
tho fuet that Schley did not'ehter the con-; 
ning tower on the day In question, dl-; 
though he waa'i standing at tho door of 
that npartihont when 'the remarks quoted 
are alleged to hare been' made. 

When Attorney Bayner cross-examines 
a witness, and' during the critical points 
in the cross-examination Judge Advocate 
Lcmly and Ids associate, Sir. Hainan, 
have lately: made it their x prnctico'to In- 
terrupt, the examination and break lta 
force by. injecting arguments In support 
of objections, which Invariably are over 1 
ruled by tho court. . 
•■So frequdhtly has 'this been done that 
..Schley's .counsel objected, to it flnd..ap- i 
nonlcd to tho court. ■ Admiral Dewey 
rather sharply directed tba counsel Tor the 
Nnvy Department to refrain from isuch 
proceedings in the future, and, although 
im. was called' to. order for this. conduct, 
tho judge advocate contended with the 
court that ho had.n rlghtto. protect the 
witnesses. Admiral Dewey directed the 
judge advocate '.to sit down, nnd this 
ended the Interruptions for the day, 
• Lieutenant Commander Potts admitted 
that, he himself was badly Beared upon 
I he occasion of the bombardment, al- 
though he testified- that tho shoro bat- 
teries were bo weak as not to be worth 
conaidering, Tho principal portion of his 
testimony was brought out by questions 
from tho judge advocate] with a view of 
showing that tho purpose of the action 
of May 31 was to destroy the Colon hud 
hot to fire on the shoro batteries, as bus 
been testified toby previous witnesses. 

Sir, Buyrier attempted to have Intro- 
duced as evidence at this time the order 
of tho Navy Department directing tho 
commanding otucera not to place the 
ships of tho squadron tn jeopardy of the 
shore batteries. This attempt was made 
with a view to having Totts modify his 
statement In reference to Schley's bear* 
lug. 

Judge Advocate Lcmly objected to the 
ndmlssion of this order unless it was ac- 
companied with: a subsequent one from 
the department which left the matter of 
firing on the shore batteries to tho dis- 
cretion of tho Tanking ofllcer. 

The judge advocate, who was extreme- 
ly angry, made a heated argument, which 
whi replied to by. Sir. Bnyncr. ; The 
court retired for. consultation, and; upon' 
returning, overruled tho objection" of the 
judge advocate. 

Nineteenth Day« 

; Bear Admiral Schley won the moHt fa- 
vorable point developed at the court of 
Inquiry on this dajyinnRnmch as Lieut 
Holdeu, the watch ofllcer, of the Scor- 
pion, testified that tho information that 
the Spanish fleet was not In -Clenfuegos 
harbor on Srny 10 waa not communicated 
to Bear Admiral Schloy; nltbough.lt was 
testified to by Lieut. Southorland, 

Judgo Advocate Lemly thereupon ad- 
mitted that he waa unable by any evi- 
dence. In his. possession to show thnt thb 
message had been delivered to Schley, 

The testimony of Lieut Holdeo places 
Lieut Soutnerlnnd in a discredited po- 
sition. Inasmuch as Southorland, com? 
tnnndlng the Eagle, testified that ho had 
communicated • this information to tho 
commanding ofllcer of tho Scorpion with 
Instructions to that -ofllcer, Commander 
SLnrlx, to communlcato It to Bear Ad- 
miral . Bchlcy. ' 

Lieut Southerlnnd related oven to-tho 
minutest detail the megn phone message 
ho dellTcredto Commnnder-SInrix, which 
wna to tho effect, substantially, that Ccr- 
vera'a (loot was not in Clenfuegos, 

The 'delivery of thla mesaago i placed 
Commander Maris either In the attitude 
of suppressing the Information delivered 
by Southorland or puts Bear Admiral 
Schley In the position of denying the re- 
ceipt of this Intelligence, nnd raised n 
question of voracity between Schloy, 
Southeriand and Mnrix, especially be- 
tween the two lntter. 

Lieut,, Holdcn, who heard part of the 
megaphono message w h Ich Commander 
Mnrix received from' Ueut Soiithcriorid, 
said there was nothing In It which convey- 
ed the Information thnt the Spaniards 
were not in Clenfuegos. Beading from 
the' log of his vessel, the Scorpion, Lieut. 
Holdcn found an entry reading: "No news 
from tho Spaniards." TblB entry corre- 
sponds exactly with the log of the Brook- 
lyn • nnd with the claims made by' Bear 
Admiral Schloy. 

; Store hard blowa wore given the official 
chart' plotting the positions ot the Span- 
ish and American vessels during the bat- 
tle of Santjngo which were prepared by 
the Board of Navigators. , Lieutenant 
Commander Bchuctze, the navigator of 
the Iowa and a member of the board, 
testified thnt he protested agnlnatslgning 
the to port accompanying tho chart oa it 
was inaccurate. Ha said the chart was 
a com promise and that he hod been per- 
suaded to sign it. by Commander Watn- 
wrigat, the president ot the board, who 
said It was the best the navigators could 
agree to If they sat.uatll doomsday. 
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r >Schuctzo,snld he objected to the chart 
ftij^it gave the Iowa'too much speed, Ac? 
cording to tho posl tlon of tba t vessel oa 
the .chart, thejlowa would have .been 
forced- to. steam at theirntc.of eighteen 
knots -instead of nine, /which- wns, the 
speed the ship was making. Ho .also 
objected to/ the chart because It placed 
tho Brooklyn too near to the mouth o£ 
Santiago harbor. 

This ofllcer testified that the Spanish 
ships' did not attempt ^toiam the -Brook- 
lyn when they left Santiago the. morn- 
ing rof the battle. Ho also swore that 
the attack of Slay 31 was directed at. the. 
Colon and hot at the. shore batteries as 
baa been contended. . He said this action 
wan not a recoiinolsnnce, but an attempt; 
.to sink tho Colon. '| : 

Lieutenant Commander' Grant, the 
wntch. officer of the Slnssachusetts, aaid 
he knew of no Instructions 1 from Admiral 
Schloy as to what Bhould bo done. In the 
event of meeting the enemy. The^pro- 
gress of tho flying sqiiadronirom Cjcnf ue- 
gosto Santiago was slow, .according to 
this .witness; .His distances '-relating to 
the blockade at Santiago were extreme. 
He Bold the fleet, was between^- from six 
to ten" miles distant from, the "•mouth of 
the hnTbor during the dny arid .night and 
that the vessels of the squadron steam- 
ed a distance of five and six miles east 
and west of tho harbor. . • . -> 

. Although Lieu tenant. Commander Grant 
was Bure that the action of i Slay 31 was 
Intended bo sink: the Colon, he -testified 
thnt Admiral Schley upon leaving ' tho 
StassnchuscttB had said: ,4 The reconnois- 
flnncc had developed tho strength oC tho 
battery and that it was satisfactory." 

Twentieth Day. 

Captain French E. Chndwlck, com- 
mander of the New York In 1803, created 
somewhat of a sensation when he testi- 
fied that be protested to Sampson against 
sending to Schley a message congratulat- 
ing tho'latter upon the characterof tho 
blockade he hnd maintained, because, un- 
der the circumstances, such action was 
Improper. 

Admiral Dowoy himself then created 
quite a stir In the court room by exhibit- 
ing considerable temper in declining'- to 
permit Mr. Bayner to question Captain 
Chadwiek rotating to ft conversation thnt 
oflleor had with Bemcy and Watson, in 
which Captain Chndwlck Is alleged to 
have approved the blockade. 

"We don't wont any- conversations 
here. We want the facts, nnd you know 
that wo want nothing else but the facts," 
said Admiral Dewey impatiently to Mr. 
Rayrier, who was directed, to withdraw 
the question. 

Sir." Bayner contended thnt it waa per- 
fectly proper to admit the converantlon in 
question, na It tended to show thnt Cap- 
tain Chadwiek had Indorsed the blockade 
at one time nnd had at another protested 
against Suhley being congratulated for 
the character of it 

Captain Chndwlck told of tho meeting 
of Schley, Sampson nnd himself on board 
the New York at Key West before the 
flying squadron sailed for Cuba, Schley 
on that occasion assured Sampson thai 
he would be loyal to the commander of 
the North Atlantic squadron. Schloy as- 
serted, according to the witness, that ho 
was pleased to "serve under Sampson, 

Speaking' of his knowledge ot the codo 
of Blgnals arranged with the Insurgents, 
Captain Chndwlck. said this , code had 
been communicated to him by Command- 
er SlcCnlla, who did not care tojiave any- 
thing sold about It as he (SlcCalla) ' ex- 
pected to go back to Clenfuegos. the next 
dny, May 20. Owing to the dltllculty In, 
getting supplies n't Key *Wcst SlcOalla 
with the MaThleiiend did not leave for 
Clenfuegos until the following dny, 

SlcOoJIn sold he would communlcato 
the codo of signals' to. all' the officers of 
tho fly tag squadron, but he did not do so, 
according to his own testimony. 

Captain Ohadwlck an Id he hnd no In- 
formation that the Spanish squadron in- 
tended to leave Santiago harbor on July 
3, the day on which the Now York sail- 
ed for Siboncy, 

Captain Chadwiek and Lieut, Sfnrsh, 
Sampson's flag lieutenant were tba two 
chief witnesses before tho court" of in- 
quiry this day. Their testimony related 
exclusively' to sending ' dispatches to 
Schley, including tho McCalla memorna- 
d urn t Ain ting to the code of signals ar- 
ranged with the insurgents; 

Lieut. Slarsh, after referring to the 
hooks of the Now York, swore that dis- 
patches advising Schley of the presence 
of the Spanish fleet In Santiago had been 
sent at various; tlmca by the Iowa, Da- 
pent and Sfarblchead, Theae' papers 
showed that 'Urn dispatches In question 
had been transmitted by these vessels, 
but It developed that there was nothing 
to show, exactly by which vessel they 
were sent and the day on which thoy 
were sent although Lieut Slarsh said ho 
was satisfied they' had gone in the order 
shown by the New York (papers, which 
would Indicate that the dispatches had 
reached Schley at Clenfuegos In time. to 
enablo'hlm to arrive' at Santiago before 
tho flying squadron' really reached that 
port' 

Tho testimony on this point Is so Involv- 
ed it is almost impossible to follow it 
with any degree of accuracy, and even 
the "attorneys themselves and tho wit- 
nesses Were pretty, badly jumbled.

So a great rock by, 
the roadside was given a coat of deep, 
rloh red, and since that time "paint- 
ing day," which occurs about every 
dozen years, hoe been one of the great 
celebrations In Red Rock's hlotory. It 
waa last painted In the summer of 
1899, so that' It is comparatively fresh, 
and the rock Itself Is not a particle 
more -eternal than the satisfaction of 
the villagers. — Ladles' Home Journal

The cBtimatcs follow: Hun- 
garian ministry of agriculture, 2,071,800,- 
000 bushels of sixty- pounds; Bcerbobni's 
Corn List of London, 2,711,000,000 bush- 
els of sixty pounds, nnd Bulletin des 
Halles of Paris, 2,790,310,000 Winches- 
tcr bushels. Our department withholds 
its opinion as to the degree In which the 
world's crop has been approximated In 
any of these estimates until n considera- 
bly larger number of official returns Is. 
available. 

Tho ofllciBl' IIimgaTinn estimate saya 
tho crop exceeds Inst yenr's by 200,881,- 
000 bushels of sixty pounds, or by 212,- 
430,000 Winchester bushels. According 
to Beerbolim the excess over Inst year's 
crop Is 200,200,000 bushels of sixty 
pounds, and according to the Bulletin 
des Unites the excess is 130,777,000 Win- 
chester bushels^ The, principal Increase 
Is credited to the United Suites, Oanndn 
and India, though various other countries 
nrn credited with larger crops than. they 
had In 1000.

Tho report of the death of Abdur Ilnh- 
man Khun, Ameer of Afghanistan, has 
been confirmed nud Europe will have an 
opportunity to soo a test of the theory 
that Jt waa the Ameer's. life which stood 
In the way of a clash between Itussln 
and Great Britain. . The Ameer's eldest 
son, Habibullah Khan, has been officially 
proclaimed Ameer nud the' accession has 
been "accepted by his brothers nnd the 
sirdars. Beforo'hia death the old Ameer 
wa,rned the Afghans against tho Itus- 
slansl 

Hnblb Khan is nn unknown nunntlty 
outside his own counlry. It la possible 
that ho has been trained to follow in his 
father's footsteps and will endeavor, to 
Imitnto that wily oriental's policy of keep- 
ing. on good terms with both Briton nnd 
Slav. It is not his possible attitude to- 
ward .foreign governments, however, 
which hits been n cause of apprehension. 
The fear lias been that he would he un- 
able to hold In check, tho motley hordes 
of sen i i -organized Ghilznls, Duranls, 
Almaks and Tajiks who ronm over Af- 
ghanistan in more or less subservience tu 
a somewhat patrlnrclml government. An 
outbreak of disorders In the country, with 
a consequent menace to Russian or 'Brit/ 1 
lab, interests, would give a. pretext for 
Intervention. It Is with tho knowledge 
of these conditions and of the fact that 
Russia's road to India and the sea lies 
through Afghanistan that both the inter- 
ested powers hnro'wn tclied so carefully 
over the Ameer's health.
